We Ought To Stop 
Looking Down On Politics 


One of the real tragedies of East Liver- 


pool's community life, and one whicn has cost 
uncounted thousands of dollars in public im- 
provements, is the contempt in which most citi- 
zens hold things of a political nature. 


There are no party organizations here to speak 


of. There is a great deal of energy in tne Board 
of Elections, but it meets with an unconcern- 
ed shrug of the shoulders when poured into 
a registration campaign. 


This attitude has been brutally expensive. If 


you examine the books at Columbus, you'll find 
Columbiana County has been ignored for years 
and years in major state expenditures. If you 
look at the books in Washington, you'll find a 
similar record of disdain in the matter of fed- 
eral projects. 


Yet—and this is the important item—Colum- 


hiana County is a heavy taxpayer, pouring 
wealth4 into the state and federal treasuries with- 
out ever expecting, or asking, for a penny of re- 
turn on its money. 


When it is remembered that the reason for 


paying taxes is to provide government services, 
and when it is realized that Columbiana has 
made a career of paying without ever asking 
?or services, it becomes clear how short-sighted, 
and plain silly, our attitude toward politics is. 


CONSEQUENTLY,when something like over- 


payment on the Chester Bridge comes up, or 
the prospect of a lake development in the vi- 
cinity of Wellsville. special delegations go rush- 
ing madly to Columbus, begging for tne at- 
tention which should have been theirs all along 
if they had taken even normal interest in the 
political fortunes of this community. 


Another reflection, too, is the fact that the 


iocal ballot looks pretty much the same each 
election, offering few new names and faces to 
attract voters to the polls. This has a deadening 
effect on voter interest. It can't be said, how- 
ever, that the actual results are bad. The pres- 
ent administration, under Mayor Devon, has 
been as efficient as any we've seen in the mat- 
ter of emergencies like last Thanksgiving's big 
snow, in the matter of traffic revisions, and in 
the routine services of water treatment, gar- 
bage disposal and other items of municipal 
housekeeping. We think there has been an un- 
healthy tolerance of bingo, but that subject will 
keep for a later date. 


The fact remains that the municipal ballot al- 


most could be kept standing in type each year, 
and very few changes would have to be made 
to make it current for each new election. 


THIS IS THE FAULT of the party organiza- 


tions, and nobody else. If they were developed 
in the strength they ought to be. they would see 
that men of real caliber and wide respect 
were on the ballot. It is to their interest to have 
such men on the ballot. A good man reflects 
credit on the party; a poor one does just the 
opposite. And there have been too many poor 
one? on both sides for too long 


But the party organizations can be only as 


strong as public interest, and 
willingness to 


serve, will permit. If residents don't want to 
take the time to be precinct committecmen. 
or election workers, or party leaders, there 
Isn't a great deal the party can do about it. 
Most of the hard jobs are on a volunteer basis 
—and volunteers haven't been plentiful. 


We're not thinking of the November election, 


although it's going to take some devoted service 
there to nut across the school program. We're 
thinking of the big year—1952—when national 
?.nd state offices will be at stake, and there will 
be an opportunity, at long iast, for this county 
to come of age politically. 


The trouble is we car.'t wait until 1952 to be- 


gin doing something about it. The groundwork 
must be started r.ow And the sooner the city's 
real citizens begin interesting themselves in 
their parties, the better off weT. be—and so will 
they!

Polio Prospect For 1951 


From r.ow until early W;r.ter. the prospect of 


poliomyelitis wii: loom large in the thinking of 
many families. 


Th:s does not threaten to be a particularly bad 


year. Cases reported to the U. S Public Health 
Service through Aug. 4 had reached a total of 
fi.843. In 1930 on the same date, the total for 
the calendar year had reached 7.289 In 1949. 
it had reached 10,719. 


That was the worst POJO year or, record The 


number of cases reached 42.173 for the year. 


It now seems likely that the ultimate under- 


standing of the disease which health authori- 
ties are striving to reach may be made pos- 
sible by statistics as quickly as by medical re- 
search. The statistics reveal a curious concen- 
tration of polio in localities. They show that 
school-age children are more vulnerable than 
prc-schco'.-age children, though 20 years ago the 
latter group was more vulnerable. They suggest 
that the disease affects younger children in ur- 
ban areas; that in rural areas more adoles- 
cents ar.d young adults are afflicted.
